They hud eome^ across 
the A'laiitic in 'he care of Miss Rye, 
a phiUmtliropic lady, who handreJ.s ol 
prosperous familii'S in tlie Ausiruliur. col- 
onies have cause to bi' S8 for their pre- 
sent happiness and prosperity, she hav 
Ing been instrumontal in throwing into 
that distant suction of itie British Empire 
many thousnnds of virtnoiis youiii< wo- 
men as fiiirvent, who Bub-equently mar- 
ried well-to do seitlers.

the measure. The Bill was extremely op- 
ponune at this time, as we had positive proof 
ihat we possessed immeose wealth in silver, 
copper, eic., ond companies had been formed 
lo devclopo them. The absence of such a 
law had been a serious loss to the Colony. 

Hon Alston thought coal should form tho 
sabject of a separate Bill. 

lion Helmcken thought tho Bill should 
remain as it was. for fear any time should be 
lost in carrying the measure through. The 
Bill WHS certainly a very creditable measure 
for the Government and showed the Colony 
ibat the wishes of tho people were listtinwd 
to, nnd met with the proper response. Oar 
mineral wealth was now open to all the 
world. 

Hon Oarrall— The Bill met the wants and 
wishes of the people tbrooghont the (Jolooy. 
He had been speaking to certain gentlemeo 
Bcqoaiuted with the working ot such measures 

who recommended that the ooal bo formed 
inio a separate Bill. 

Hon Ilolbrook admired tho 15111 and waa 
slad to annonnc'e that a company was being 
formed in England for tho purpose of work- 
ing our copper mines. 

Hon Walkam insisted that tho proper 
conrsa would be through Seleot Committee, 
as it would he a g.iving of time and expeoes, 
tho parlies interested could give their evi- 
dence, and the true wants of the people 
would be asoertaiaed.
